SCHOOL BOARD MEETING, 


TONIGHT'S PARADE, 


Called to Consider an Important Ques- 


tion. No Definite Action Taken. 


The school board held a special meeting 


Friday evening to discuss the question of 
increased accommodations in the Beaver 
district. The following facts were brought 
out: (1) The number of pupils which 
has, for a number of years, been less than 
50 has suddenly increased to 75. (2) 
The 


present building will not accommodate 
more than SO pupils. (3) There is no 
room or tenement of any kind which it is 
possible to rent in that vicinity. (4j The 
indications are that before May 1, when 
tbe new tenements now building are oc- 
cupied, the number of children, too young 
to be transferred to the Union schoo1, 
•will number 100 at least. 


For the present; arrangements have 


been made to accommodate the pupils 
now attending at Beaver, by dividing the 
first year class into two groups, one of 
which attend in the morning and one in 
the afternoon. Tbe board realize that 
this is an injustice to the parents of the 
young pupils and that tbe laws of the 
state require the board to fnrnish accom- 
modations for all school children but in 
the emergency they have done the best 
they could. 


In consideration of the above named 


facts and also, the crowded condition of 
the lower rooms at the Union school the 
board decided to consider carefully plans 
for the construction of a school building in 
the Beaver district large enough to ac- 
commodate all the pupils in the vicinity 
of tbe Union dam for at the present rate 
of increase the accommodations at the 
Union school will be insufficient at the 
close of another school year. 


The board took no definite action Fri- 


day night but decided to visit the Beaver 
school again on Monday and consider 
more carefully the questions of location, 
size of school building, expense involved, 
etc.

Will Try to Bring College Men and 


Factory Workers Together. 


EDITOR THANSCEIPT:—I was 
rather 


startled, when, on opening my Thursday 
night's paper, I read the statement that I 
was to speak to Williams students upon 
"The Need of Missionary Work in North 
Adams." Undoubtedly we all ot us need 
to have missionary work done with us, 
but the special phase of work which I 
hope to present at some later time to the 
college Y. M. C. A. in Williamstown is 
this: The college man ia in danger ot 
gaining a knowledge which shall be 
merely theoretical. Even such a study as 
sociology is pursued without regard to 
the laboratory method which ruies in the 
department of physical science. This is 
necessary when a college has no connec- 
tion with active city life. I believe, how- 
ever, that onr present close connection 
with Williamstown makes it possible for 
the more advanced students to study for 
themselves the problems which are pre- 
sented by our mission lodging house, for 
example, and I also believe that contact 
with earnest, intellectually and spiritually 
alert young men will confer an incalcul- 
able boon upon the wayfarers who are 
cared for in the lodging house. 


Our iactoty young men and women are 


as truly students aa are the college boys, 
but they are studying life from a different 
standpoint. I hope to point out to the 
college boys that they iiu'ij not alone con- 
fer a benefit by meeting with their fac- 
tory brothers in the class room ,i> such a 
way as we hope to make possible in the 
Tuesday Night institute, but may also 
learn certain lessons as to the meaning ot 
the hard realities of life whicn shall be of 
the greatest service to them in alter years 
in helping them to apply mor» intelli- 
gently and sympathetically that which 
they receive from their alma mater. 


If this plan is carried out, believe me, 


no Williams man will come M Norlii 
Adams with any feeling of condescension, 
and will be received with no oth er spirit 
than that of brotherly gratitude.

MRS, BRONSON'S CASE 


Against the City of North Adams in the 


Superior Court. 


The Berkshire county superior court at 


Pittsfleld adjourned yesterday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock until next Wednesday morn- 
at 11 o'clock. 


A case of much local interest is that of 


Mrs. Mary A. Bronsonof this city against 
the city of North Adams, which came up 
Friday. 


The case was tried last June and the 


jury gave her a verdict for $2700. A new 
trial was allowed by Judge Maynard in 
August, on the ground of new evidence, 
and tbe action comes up again. Mrs. 
Bronson claims that in February, 1894, 
while going to her home on Union street 
in the evening, she slipped and fell on a 
depression on a sidewalk at the southeast 
corner of the Turner block, and as a result 
she was insane for some time, received 
impaired vision, a numbness in one side, 
and that even now one limb is affacted so 
that she cannot go up and down stairs 
except with great difficulty. 
She is not 


able to pursue her trade as a dressmaker. 
The testimony went in Friday as far as 
Dr. Brown, he being heard in part, the 
plaintiff and some other witnesses having 
testified before him.

Hoosac Valley Street Railway Com- 


pany Wants to Move the Bridge. 


At the regular meeting of the board of 


public works Friday afternoon the only 
business of importance taken up was the 
discussion of the advisability of permit- 
tine the Hoosac Valioy Street Railway 
company to move the first bridge on 
Union street several feet to the south. 


The railway company has to put a 


bridge in on the north side, and the posi- 
tion ot tho pressnt structure does not leave 
room enough. A public hearing will be 
held at the city hall Monday afternoon at 
3 o'clock. The railway company would 
move the bridge at its own expense and 
repair the highway. 


Reports Were Heard, 


A special meeting of Hie W. C. T. U. 


xras held Friday afternoon ni the Univer- 
(.alist chnreh parlor. The meeting had 
been called to listen to the reading of the 
reports from the delegates of the local 
union who attended the recent state con- 
vention held in Pittsfleld. These reports 
were read by Mrs. H. E. Wetherbee and 
Miss Laura Larrabee. The reports were 
very well given and were listened to with 
much interest by the members present. 
The meeting was largely attended. 


This season's upward movement in 


tho price of vchoat is cue of those eco- 
nomic incidents which may be fairly 
called dramatic. On the very evo of a 
presidential election, in which the party 
of discortent has almost wholly based 
its popular appeal on tho decline ia 
wheat, in the very face of stump speak- 
ers arguing that whesit can ne.er ripe 
ftgniii under tho gold standard, and at 
the very moment when the outlook for 
tho fiee coinage campaign has becoma 
visibly hopeless—at precisely this junc- 
ture the market price of wheat rises 
32% cents per bushel above the lowest 
of tho season. 


This sudden and very violent recovery 


in tho price of wheat, following its pro- 
longeil decline, IF line to causes which 
are entirely adequate to explain the 
movement, on the simple basis of com- 
mercial supply nnd demand. They are 
partly acciden '«-• of the season, but part- 
ly ulsu it natural leuetion from condi- 
tions which hai'f caused since 1883 
tho remarkable and worldwide fall in 
tho price of cereals. The year 1879 was 
one of those occasionally recurring peri- 
ods when nature was nnfavorable to 
agriculture pretty generally throughout 
the world. Tho United States was a 
conspicuous exception, and by a turn of 
fortune almost as extraordinary as or.r 
experience this year the foreign short- 
Ege, the bountiful domestic crops and 
the consequent enormous export trade 
carno at tho very time when a decline 
in foreign exchange was most impera- 
tively needed to carry through the spe- 
cie resumption undertaking. Tho price 
of American wheat at that year's close 
rose to $1.50 per bushel in New York, 
our total export trade increased $125,- 


• 00,000 over the fiscal year preceding— 
all of this increase being in products cf 
the f arm—and in two years we import- 
ed, net, $174,000,000 of foreign gold. 


Tho enormously high price of wheat 


in 1879 had its usual effect in stimulat- 
ing new wheat production throughout 
the world. This E'oveinent of extension 
was necessarily slow, since it involved 
providing means of transportation from 
tlie newly cultivated vheatfields to the 
markets. As recently as 1881 India's 
foreign trade iu wheat was too insignifi- 
cant to find a place in summaries of for- 
eign commerce. But within ten years 
from 18S1 the Indian railway system 
had been extended 7,000 miles, and In- 
dia exported at the end ol that period 
no less than 
56,000,000 bushels of 


wheat. In Kussia and in the Argentine 
Kepublic internal railway construction 
had been increased during the same pe- 
riod 5,000 miles each, and the facility 
thua provided for wheat 
production 


and export had added immensely to the 
•world's supplies. 


A fall in the price of wheat ensued, 


of course. 
The annual increase in 


production had very far surpassed the 
annual increase in consuming popula- 
tion. The result was perfectly inevita- 
ble. This fall was checked only by the 
ftenerally . batl harvests outside the 
United States and India in 1891. 
But 


the rise in prices that year had once 
more its natural result iu extending the 
cultivation of wheat. 
The world's 


wheat harvest, which even in 1890 had 
not aggregated more than 2,284,336,000 
bushels, had by 1894 expanded to tho 
euormoiis total of 2,562,824,178. 


Eveu last year the reduction form 


tnis high total record was only small. 
A large crop coming upon the market 
under such conditions can have but one 
result—tho piling up of excessively 
hirgo reserves of wheat at storage points 
iu the larger market centers, where the 
very presence of such idle and always 
marketable supplies holds down 
the 


price of new wheat by the constant pos- 
sibility of competition. There certainly 
ought to be no ruasou fc^surprise tbat 
tho prieo of wheat, shoiiS iall or the 
price of any otliur arl inlo, as the visi- | 
ble supply in the world's storehouses, ; 
unsold to tho consumer, rises. 
' 


Between October, 3891, and October, 


1894, 
tiiis visible world's supply rose 
i 


from lofl.000,000 hushels to 203,000,- ' 
000, an increase of nearly 30 per cent. 
The annual yield of wheat in Europe, 
the wheat consumer, had in the same 
time increased 295,200,000 bushels, or 
nearly 25 per cent. And yet philoso- 
phers have been telling us all this time 
tbat only silver demonetization, 21 
years before, was adequate to explain 
the break iu the price of wheat between 
1891 and 1894. 


Tho world's annual yield of wheat 


and its visible supply in storehouses in- 
creased continuously from 1891 to 1895, 
and tbe price fell continuously along 
with it. In 1895 the world's harvest, 
as a whole, showed a' considerable de- 
crease, largely because cf unfavorable 
harvest weather in the United States. 
The upward rush of \vhoat in itay and 
June last year, however, was overdone. 
An actually increased yield in Russia, 
'Eoumauia and Argentina fairly counter- 
balanced thn -Lrriage in this country. 
That the price should therefore have re- 
ceded toward the ngures of 1894, even 
inp to the early spring wheat season of 
the present year, merely reflected supply 
and demand at work again. This year 
the unexpected has happened, not only 


in i MI. ^mailer yield ot our own spring 
wh«-«t, but iu exceedingly adverse crop 
roudi lions iu India, Argentina and on 
tho continent of Eurojiu1. The Argentine 
Republic seems suddenly to have drop- 
ped out of sight as an aggressive com- 
petitor, while other prcdacmg nations, 
Bncli as India, whcro tho severest kind 
of drought has prevailed, suddenly come 
to light so short of wheat that they are 
forced to turn importers, India taking 
American wheat again for the first time 
in two decades. Repeated warnings of 
this foreign shortage—even ths urgent 
demand for freight room for our export 
wheat two mouths ago—had failed to 
rouse our markets from their incredulity. 


The rapid shrinkage in tho world's 


visible supply of wheat, which at tho 
opening of this month showed a de- 
r.rcaso from October, 1894, of 48,600,- 
000 hushels, or SB per cent, proved that 
wheat was passing from granajies into 
consumers' hands. Yet even this was 
slow iu changing judgment on the mar- 
kets. Now that the truth has dawned 
upon tho farmer and the shipper, there 
comes this violent advunca in price, ull 
the more rapid because BO curiously de- 
layed. 


We have been at some pains to trace 


the obvious causes not only of the 
wheat movement this month, but of 
that in previous years, in order to illui- 
irate again the sianple truth that supply 
and demand, production and consump- 
tion, are still the single regulating 
forces in tbe price of grain. Nothing 
plainer or simpler than the cause of the 
deoline in wheat since 1891 and of its 
rise this year can be found in the his- 
tory of commerce. That people who 
will not read, who will cot learn and 
who will not study facie should adopt 
the notion that the decline in wheat 
has been induced entirely by eilver de- 
monetization of a generation Binco is 
not surprising. Such mi:^.s are eager 
instinctively to grasp at explanations 
which are strange and unusual. They 
nre one very short stage, and only one, 
beyond minds in the infancy of reason 
which refer everything odd or inconven- 
ient to supernatural devices. Bnt why 
any educated citizens should join these 
unfortunates in grasping at «uch shad- 
ows we confess is quite beyond us. 
Your true type of free coinage fanatic, 
who talked of tbe4 'great gold conspiracy 
against the human race" as long as 
wheat declined is not at all disturbed at [ 
its recovery. 
This month's and last 


month's 22 cent advance, he will in- 
form yon, is only one of the fiendish 
contrivances of the Republican national 
committee to delude the farmer. Wo 
really have some curiosity to know how 
.Mr. Moreton Frewen and hit American 
disciples feel about that theory.—New 
Y.jA Post.

BIENNIALELEGTIONS. 


Why Massachusetts Should Adopt the 


Amendments. 


The undersigned,Citizens of Massachu- 


setts, respectfully address this appeal 
to their fellow citizens, in behalf of the 
Amendments to our Constitution, pro- 
viding for Biennial Elections of State 
officers inrt members of the Legislature, 
recently approved by the Legislature of 
BM, and which will come before our 
roters for aproval at the approaching 
November election. 
First Article of Amendment: Shall 


the proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution establishing biennial elections of 
state officers be approved and ratified? 


Second Article ot 'Amendment: Shall 


the proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution establishing biennial elections of 
members of the general court be ap- 
proved and ratified? 


These Amendments provide, that, bn- 


Blnnins with the election of 1898, all 
futur- .<«ate elections shall occur every 
two years instead of annually, and that 
all of our State Executive officers, a? 
well as members ot the Legislature, shall 
serve for two years. The Legislature, 
how ever, will meet annually, as at pres- 
ent. 


This Important measure of reform In 


the administration of our State affairs 
has been before our people for consid- 
eration for twenty years. It has been 
strongly urged for adoption by several 


I of our esteemed governors, viz: Rice, 


j Talbot, Claflln, Ames, Robinson, Brack- 


ett and Greenhalge. It has received tl-o 
hearty support of thousands of our citi- 
Kcns, irrespective of party affiliations; 
Us merits have been commended by 
substantially the entire public press of 
the State, and in the exercise of their 
duties, as legislators, it has received, 
after proper consideration, the support 
and votes of nearly three thousand Leg- 
islative representatives of the people. 


The history of the movement for less 


frequent elections in the various States 
of the Union shows that It has not 
been regarded as a party question, but 
has been adopted by the several States, 
Independent of party consideration, as 
an eminently wise measure of reform 
in the conducting of State affairs, and 
It has received the joint support of all 
classes <ii their citizens, who have be- 
lieved that such a change would be, not 
on'y, In the highest and best sense, in 
tho interest of the administration of 
tlu'ir public affairs upon more economi- 
ca. principles, but In the interest also 
of wiser and more intelligent, because 
better-considered, leglslatign. 


At the present time, forty-three of the 


forty-five States have adopted the sys- 
tem of Biennial, or less frequent, elee- 
elfctions. 
Foity of these States dis- 


cuss State and National issues in tho 
•ame canvass, and it has proved so sat- 
isfactory that in no State of the Union 
has there been a movement to adopt, or 
return to annual elections. 


The testimony of the highest officials 


and prominent citizens of the several 
states Is substantially uranlmous In its 
favor, as shown by its practical working, 
itF economical results. Us beneficial in- 
fluence on legislation, and the measure 
of satisfaction with which the change is 
regarded by their people. 


It has also been shown that such a 


change has not weakened, as has been 
claimed, the intercai of citizens in pub- 
lic affairs, or affected their participation 
In political campaigns. On the contrary, 
It has enhanced their interest and ac- 
tivity, and, in many of the States, has 
brought out a much larger vote, rela- 
tively, than is cast in our own State. 


In our own State, since the organiza- 


tion of our present government, we have 
conducted a State and national canvass 
together every two years, to the satis- 
faction of our people, and without any 
movement to separate them. 
And In 


the years 1874. 1882 and 1892 elected a 
Iiemocratic governor on Plate Issues, 
and a Republican delegation to congress 
and in 1S92 presidential electors, on 
rational issues. 


Believing, therefore, that the adop- 


tion of Diennia.1 Elections of our State 
officials would prove a wisp and benefi- 
cial change In the administration of our 
State affairs, that our people will gladly 
welcome the relief from the turmoil, ex- 
citement and expense of an annual State 
political canvass, that it will not only 
not Impair, but will help to improve, tha 
character of our legislation, and the gen- 
eral efficiency of our State government, 
as shown in the experience of noarJy 
pvery State in the Union, we urgently 
appeal to all our citizens to unite In a 
common effort, in behalf of these amend- 
ments, in order that they may be adopt- 
ed, and become the established policy of 
our honored Commonwealth:

Legislation Greatly Benefited 


by Their Adoption. 


One of the strongest arguments In 


favor ot biennial eleeiiona is that they 
•will, In all probability, insure less and 
tetter legislation than is obtained un- 
der the present system. 


In the first place, the House and Sen- 


ate would, In everj; other year, contain 
none but men ot at least one year's ex- 
perience in legislation, whereas now a 
large portion of the members are new 
tnen every year. In the numerous rep- 
resentative districts which are composed 
of several or a lafw number of different 
towns, the system of rotation in office 


! is so thoroughly established that it is 
! almost unprecedented for any repre- 
! sentatlve to serve more than one year, 
1 except In rare and exceptional cases, 
1 this results in these districts never be- 
! ing heard fiom throweh their represen- 
! tatives. However strong a man's nat- 
! ural talents may be, he cannot acqulro 
! the acquaintance or a familiarity with 
. legislative methods quick enough to 


enable him to be influential, much less 


i a leader, in the flrtt year of his service. 
. Th'u result is, that these men occupy 
! the position of silent students of legis- 
! latlon and legislative methods, and ara 
' peremptorily retired from membership ' 
' just as they are becoming fitted for in- 
| fluence and leadership. 
j 


In the second place, a large number 


i of familiar and more or less stale BUb- I 
jects of proposed legislation arcoirashed 
over every year before committees 
and In the Houses; whereas, under tho 
new system, they would obtain a. hear- 
ing but once in two years. The present 
method is Inevitable with annual elec- 
tions, because all petitioners ore en- 
titled to a hearing, and a hearing before 
every legislature; and because, under the 
present system, every legislature con- 
tains many men who have not pre- 
viously heard the subjects exploited and 
debated. If the same members served In 
two consecutive years, all these subjects 
could either be disposed of in the flrst 
year, or all committee hearings upon 
them could be closed and the discussion 
of them had la tor. 
In this particular alone, a great sav- j 


ing of time and energy would be effect- | 
ed, and a much greater opportunity i 


1 would be afforded for the less hasty and 
j more careful consideration of the really 
' important subjects which come befor-j j 


the legislature. As it is now, the larger i 


- part of every session is almost exclu- 


sively devoted to tedious and long drawn | 
out committee hearings. o£t<?n upon sub- 
Jcc.ts which are entirely familiar to a 
large body of the members, before any 
real opportunity is afforded for the dis- 


i cussion of important matters in th<5 
1 House and Senate. The result is, that, 
' as a rule, the mo.rt important questions 
i of legislation are decided at or near tha 


i end of the sessions, when the members 


I are tired out with their long attendance, 
i and are hard-pressed for time in which 


1 to examine and study important ques- 


tions.

I present practice is is sho«n liy even a 


I hasty glancp at the recent blue books. 
i During the last ten years the legislature '

LOCAL NEWS.

The settlement of the Manitoba school 


Question is as far distant as ever. 


What, then, are the considerations 


which make biennial preferable to an- 
nual elections? In the flrst tflace, It may 
be laid down as an axiom, that under our 
Corm of governemnt, it Is of the highest 
Importance to obtain at elections the full- 
est possible expression of the popular 
will, and also the fullest possible par- 
ticipation of the most inteligent and 
most industrious classes in the commu- 
nity. Only In thla way can the best re- 
sults be obtained and the well-being of 
our system be most securely guarded. 
Beyond a certain point,f requency of elec- 
tions prevents this expression and this 
participation which are so essential and 
so desirable. We see the result even in the 
vote of what are called "off years;" that 
Is, we see it every other year unless there 
are exceptional circumstances. The total 
vote falls off by thousands. Then, of 
Ihe votes cast thousands are thrown by 
men who have confined their political ac- 
tivity and Interest to this single act of { 
depositing the ballot. In reality, in such 
years—and they come round here and 
everywhere else pretty regularly and 
pretty near together—a few thousand 
men conduct the whole campaign, from 
the primaries to the polls. This Is not 
wholesome, and although It may very 
often have no bad results, It cannot work 
well in the long run. The great body of 
the people whom it Is especially desira- 
ble to have active In politics are busy 
with their own affairs, and by attending 
to them are promoting the prosperity of 
the country. These industrious, intelli- 
gent voters, it is said, ought to come out 
and attend to their political duties. Very 
true. But undue demands should not be 
made on them: and If such demands are 
made they will not come, for systems of 
government are made for men, not men 
for systems of government. Frequency 
of elections tends to keep the great body 
of our people out of polities about half 
the time, and, of course, tends also to 
throw the conduct of politics Into the 
hands of men who live by them, and take 
part in them, in order to r*tke a living. 
The life of today is too busy, the Interests 
are too manifold and too pressing to per- 
mit the mass of the people to give a 
month or two every year to political du- 
ties. They simply will not do It. If bien- 
nial elections are established, we get rid 
of the off years, or odd numbered years, 
and by having an election only every 
other year, public attention Is aroused, 
the great body of the people take an act- 
ive interest, which is sharpened by the 
relief of a year's rest; they participate 
more in the campaign from the caucus to 
tne ballot box, and that full expression j 
of the popular feeling is obtained which | 
Is more esential than ought else to the 
weltare of the State. 


The seoond point to be considered Is 


the effect upon legislation and adminis- 
tration. As a rule, a legislator, other 
things being equal, is of value to tha j 
people in exact proportion to his ex- j 
perience. Owing to the evil and rigid 
custom of rotation there are many dis- 
tricts In this State where no man Is 
allowed but a single term. Under the 
l>lennial system the length of this term 
would be doubled In such districts. In 
the vast majority of the remaining dis- | 
tricts It is customary to give a man two I 
terms, and we cannot doubt that this | 
would continue to be Uie case, for at i 
least one endorsement commends itself j 
to the general sense of fairness and pro- | 
priety. Biennial elections, therefor*, in | 
districts of this second class, would raise ! 
the term from two to four years. It ! 
would practically make every senator- ) 
ial term at least four years, and the net 
result In the whole legislature would be, 
roughly speaking, a doubling of all 
terms as they now exist. This length- 
ening of legislative service, every one 
will admit, could not fail to have p 
beneficial effect upon the work of legis- 
lation. It would make it speedier and 
better, and would be a great and direct 
benefit to the people. 


The biennial election would have a 


similar effect upon the executive de- 
lartment. 
By It the term of the gov- 


ernor would be raised from two or three 
to four years, at least, and the chief 
magistrate would get rid of the care anil 
worry of two elections in that period. 
The change would leave the executive 
much freer to devise, formulate and 
carry out a nmtured policy in regard to 
State matters than he now can be wf.h 
a political campaign staring him In tha 
face less than nine months after his In- 
auguration. 


The third and last point that I shall 


make is in regard to the waste of money, 
directly or indirectly, and the needless 
disturbance of business consequent upon 
too frequent elections. Even In an off i 
year the amount of money spent by all 
the candidates and committees on both j 
sides is very considerable. Very little, I 
1 believe, is spent Improperly, but a large | 
part of It is wasted, and none of it does 
any particular good. The expenditure 
of money, to a certain extent, Is of course 
r.ecessary to carry on any campaign, 
but if needless outlay'can be cut oft ami 
the cost reduced nearly one-halt in each 
four years, It is a matter worth consider- 
ing- But this Is merely the direct ex- 
pense, which Is a.t best trifling. In a 
thousand ways the ejulrtest election in- 
volves more or less loss«*€ time and 
money, and more or less disturbance to 
c-rery business man and every working 
man throughout the State. The sum of 
it all is very considerable. 
No one 


grudges time and money jphen there is 
re»l need of them for the f>ubllc welfare 
and for the cause of good government; 
but men do grudge them when the occa- 
sions are needlessly/multiplied; and the 
too frequent • occurrence of elections 
tends in this way to deaden and dull 
the keen and active Interest which all 
ought to take in. public questions and 
In the choice of public officers. 


I believe a. change to the biennially!* 


tern will tend to a. fmller expression of 
popular opinion, and to a more general 
and active participation in politics than 
is possible with annual elections. The 
change will also, I believe, improve thn 
character and quality of our legislation 
and administration, and finally will be 
a saving of time and money, and a great 
relief to the business, community.

have no question as to its overwhelming 
adoption, and once adopted, there will ba 
with us. as with our neighbors, no turn- 
Ing back.

Pnelps, who said that he had not come to 
make an address, but was willing to open 
what he understood was to be an informal 
discussion of the question in hand, 


Mr, Phelps said the question of biennial 


elections had been before the people of 
Massachusetts for many years. It has 
been discussed in the legislature and the 
press and has passed both branches of the 
legislature three or lour • times, but this 
will be the first time the people have had 
a chance to vote on it, as it has been killed 
in the legislature by a small majority on 
each occasion of its second appearance be- 
fore that body. 


Some think that to amend the consti- 


tution means a very radical change, but 
In this case that is not so. To adopt bi- 
ennial elections would be no blow at the 
constitution, 
but 
simply 
the set- 


tlement 
of

along the lines 
of 
common sense. 


We have a 
theory 
that 
frequent 


elections are necessary to the safety of 
popular government, but how frequent 
they should be is a question to be deter- 
mined by circumstances and the exercise 
ol our judgment and common sense. 


One claim in favor of biennial elections 


is Uiat agreat amount of trouble, expense 
u:ui excitement would be avoided. The 
time and money spent in our elections, 
with the disturbance to business, of which 
there is always more or less, are items of 
no little importance to the people, and 
yet there would be no cause for complaint 
if the benefits accruing from annual elec- 
tions were sufficient to offset the outlay. 
Those who favor the change believe 
biennial elections would improve the 
state administration. It is believed that 
with the length of the term doubled 
better men would be sent to the legisla- 
ture as a rule, and as they would have 
longer experience they would he able to 
render better service. It is also believed 
tbftt if elections did not come so often 
there would be a fuller vote when they 
d'd come, and thus a better expression of 
the people would be secured. Statistics of 
elections in other states indicate this, and 
in this state the vote is from 30 to 10 per 
cent larger in congressional years than it 
is in off years. 


When we consider the duty of the 


Massachusetts voter who attempts to per- 
form his duty we find that a great deal of 
his ti.-ae and attention is demanded. The 
legislature adjourns in June and by 
August or early September the caucuses 
begiu. 
These are followed by the con- 


ventions and the campaign, which ends 
early in November, and then in the cities 
the municipal campaigns come on at 
once and last till the 
middle of 


December. It will thus be seen that the 
man who undertakes to keep up with 
public affairs must be thinking of them 
a large part of the year. 
Biennial elec- 


tions would afford much relief from this 
almost constant political agitation and 
would undoubtedly be very welcome to 
many citizens for that reason alone. 


If the biennial system had not been 


tried it might be said that it was an un- 
certain step to take, but the risk seems 
small when we consider tbat nearly all 
the states in the Union have adopted it, 
some of them doing so many years ago, 
and today Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island are the only two states which 
cling to annual elections. 
It is also sig- 


nificant that no state has ever gone back 
from biennial to annual elections. 
The 


claim that Massachusetts is capable of 
regulating her own affairs without refer- 
ence to other states is all well enough, 
vet if we can find anywhere something 
better than we have got it is the part of 
wisdom to profit by it. In 1SSO Maine 
adopted the biennial system and a prop- 
e it ion to go back to annual elections'teu 
years later was defeated by a big major- 
ity. 
Mr. Phelps closed by saying he 


hoped and believed the proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution, which is to be 
voted on next Tuesday, would be adopted. 


General DI«rn»*lou. 


Mr. Phelps' talk was followed by a.g3ii- 


eral discussion. Questions were asked and 
answered and the matter was talked 
over in a purely informal way. Geoige 
M. Darby said he had just returned from 
Springfield, where there seemed to be 
much opposition to the amendment. He 
said printed matter was being distributed 
all over the city and sent to people's 
houses, and the people seemed to be 
thoroughly waked up on the question. 


George B. Perry spoke of the opposition 


of Senators Hoar and Dawes. Mr. Phelps 
said he knew they were opposed, as were 
some other prominent men, but he be- 
Hoved the great majority of Republicans 
in the state, as well as many Democrats, 
favored biennial elections. 


C. W. Dennett read a brief paper setting 


forth some arguments against the change, 
one of which was that in popular govern- 
ments the representatives should be kept 
as close as possible to the people. Mr. 
Dennett did not consider the tact that a 
majority cf the states have biennial elec- 
tions proved that to be the best system, 
as majorities have many times been wrong. 
He wanted to know who could give any 
good evidence of benefit from the change. 
He thought the tendency oflong terms ol 
office was to weaken the officials' sense ot 
responsibility to the people. The general 
tendency of the times is to bring govern- 
ments closer to the people, and would not 
such a step as this be a step backward? 


The discussion that followed/ Mr. Den- 


nett's paper brought out the rfact that ha 
believe* in biennial elections and will

the above arguments in order to help 
vote for the amendment, but he advanced 
bring out all sides of the question. 


Col. John Bracewell w^a not in favor ot 


the change. If we want experienced men 
in the legislature the thing to do is to re- 
turn such members as are proved worthy. 
He thought the people would not often 
re-elect a man for a two years term, and j 
the result would be a sweeping change | 
every two years, which would be a bad | 
thing. He believed in rotation in office | 
and frequent elections. So far as the ex- j 
pense and trouble of elections were con- j 
cerned, they did not bother him. On the 
contrary, he rather enjoyed the entertain- 
ment and thought it was not a bad thing 
for the people to get naked up as often as 
once a year. 


There was some further talk and the 


meeting adjourned.
